BIGHT PEOPLE IN DANGER. 


Remarkable Freak of Lightclng at 


tho Homo of John H. Lally. 


The sultriness of last night prowiged n 


heavy storm, and it burnt upon Dooatur 
soon after 2 o'clock this morning, contin- 
uing with more or lose violence until 
after 1 o'clock. 
Tbe atmosphere was 


heavily charged with electricity, and as 
the rain came down in alieota, there were 
blinding Hashes of forked lightning and 
fearful crushes of thunder which awnk- 
ened hundreds of people to behold tho 
furious visitation. 


HOUHK 8TIIUOK MY IjlClIITNINl]. 


Tho homo of John 11, Lally, on the 


W. II. Ennis pluce, northeast of the oily, 
near the Towers farm, was struck by 
lightning during the most furious part of 
the storm and tho entire family had H 
remarkable escape from death mid injury. 
Mr. Lally is a teamster and has a wife 
and six children. The dwelling is a one 
story frame of two rooms, the children 
sleeping in one room and Mr. and Mrs. 
Lally in the other. Tlio brick work 
of the chimney rosin upon a wooden 
bracket, four foot from the lloor, and the 
top extends about two foot above the 
center of tho roof, The family wan wrapt 
in slumber, when suddenly tho house 


WIIH struck hy lightning, the bolt striking 
tho chimney, splitting il into two parts 
and completely wrecking the bed frame 
on which Mr. and Mrs. Lully were asleep, 
shattering the four posts nnd sides, and 
throwing Mr. Lally nnd his wife out 
<>n 


the lloor, four foot distant. Tho couple 
woro severely shocked, but strange to 
otato, neither was seriously injured, only 
Mr. Lally became sick at his stomach, the 
iincomforlnblo feeling soon panning away. 
The shake-up was simply awful wliiln it 
lasted, the shock slinking the house and 
ripping Dungs generally, Jt was like the 
crushing collision of two railway trains, 
with the strong odor of brimstone nddod. 


As soon as Mr. and Mrs. Lally recov- 


ered from tho startling nnrpriiin given 
thorn by tho elonientH, tlioy struck a light 
and made an investigation. They found 
tho six children in an adjoining room 
awake but unhurt, only slightly shocked. 
In their own room tho couple discovered 
that two joists in tho lloor had been 
ripped from oiul to end, nnd that the 
sowing machine had been inousd out of 
its place by tho olootno fluid, and fur- 
ther, thut an old gun hud boon struck, 
tho lightning clipping a piece out of the 
wooden stock as Iholliiid went through 
tho floor into tho cellar. In tho collar 
was an old hen patiently covering a dof.on 
eggs with a view of providing young 
chicks for the market. Tho hen, nost 
and eggs were found lifted nnd dropped 
into a barrel four foot away. The hen 
was off the nest, and to-day she WIIB put 
back in the old place where who resumed 
business hopeful of BUCCOSH, despite the 
shake-up by the lightning. 


This morning Mr. Lally found that 


sections of tho shingles on the roof had 
boon displaced b> lightning as if done 
with n spade. 


Wo other house in tho neighborhood 


was struck. Tho escape of tho family 
was indeed lemarknblo, and as it was a 
terrible experience that any ol nor family 
may romV.n during severe storms, tho 
particulars become of lively interest, 


The house was insuied with Montgom- 


ery ,v Hhiill for S'J(K) in I ho I'limnix, of 
Hartford, Conn,, and all damage will bo 
made good.
